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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 5 A, 5B, 6A, 6B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant' s election without traverse of Group I (Claims 1 6-22), in the reply filed on 
06/01/2005, is acknowledged.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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US Pat. 6,255,640 - discloses a solid-state image sensing device which comprises a light 
receiving sensor unit for making the photoelectric conversion on a substrate, an interlayer film 
having a recess above the light receiving sensor unit, and an intra-layer color filter. 

6. Claims 16-22 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: the prior art of record, 
either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or suggest a soUd state imaging device 
comprising: a low refractive index layer covering micro lenses, low refi*active index layer having 
a refractive index lower than a refractive index of micro lenses, as instantly claimed and in 
combination with the remaining elements.
